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LOAN AND DEPOSIT AGREEMENT 


Since 1932, the American Foundation for the Blind (“AFB”) has worked to honor the wishes 
of Ms. Helen Keller and Ms. Anne Sullivan Macy that their gifts of Ms. Keller’s archive be used “for 
the purpose of establishing a modest Museum or Exhibit to perpetuate the records of Helen Keller’s 
life and career.” American Printing House for the Blind (“APH”) has long been a partner of AFB, 
collaborating on a number of initiatives that have improved education, employment, and 
independent living outcomes for people who are blind or visually impaired and strengthened the 
field of professionals who support them. It is in this same spirit of collaboration and partnership, 
and APH’s desire to build upon AFB’s impressive work over the past several decades, that APH and 
AFB now enter into this Loan and Deposit Agreement relating to Helen Keller’s archive and other 
AFB materials (the “Agreement”), effective October 1, 2019 (“Effective Date”). 


NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of mutual covenants and agreements in this Agreement, the 
receipt and sufficiency of which are acknowledged, AFB and APH agree as follows: 


1. Collections. The Collections consist of (a) the physical items in the Helen Keller archive, 
including the items on Exhibit A (the “American Foundation for the Blind (AFB) Helen Keller 
Archive”), (b) the American Foundation for the Blind (AFB) historical archive, including the items 
listed on Exhibit B (the “American Foundation for the Blind (AFB) Archive”), and (c), and AFB’s 
auxiliary collections, including the items listed on Exhibit C (the “Miscellaneous Archives”). The 
American Foundation for the Blind (AFB) Helen Keller Archive, the American Foundation for the 
Blind (AFB) Archive, and the Miscellaneous Archives are referred to collectively as the “Collections” 
and sometimes individually as a “Collection.” 


2. Term. The Collections will remain on loan and deposit with APH for a term of not less than 
ten years beginning on the Effective Date. Upon written request of APH to be made on or before 
the third anniversary of the Effective Date, the term shall be extended for an additional three-year 
period (for a total term of thirteen years), and a second extension shall be granted upon written 
request by APH to be made on or before the sixth anniversary of the Effective Date (for a total term 
of sixteen years), but such extensions are conditioned on APH having satisfied AFB’s review as 
provided in paragraph 12. The total term as extended by these provisions is referred to in this 
Agreement as the “Term.” This Agreement and the loan and deposit of the Collections will remain 
in force for the applicable Term unless withdrawn by AFB, which AFB may do only in accordance 
with the terms of withdrawal in paragraph 15. 


3. Administration and Use of Collections. During the Term, APH will have the authority to 
administer the Collections and may use the Collections for all purposes, including displaying the 
items in the Collections on- and off-site, in whole or any part, in original, digital or copy form, in 


exhibits that are open to the public (and private events), to provide services, for the purposes of 
fundraising, marketing, selling merchandise, education, and research, subject to the usual 
regulations and procedures applied by APH to its own valuable materials and subject to the right 
of AFB to refuse the use of the Collections or any portions of the Collections if their use is deemed 
by AFB in good faith to be antithetical to AFB’s Mission and Values, as set forth on Exhibit D. APH 
may display any or all of the items in the Collections on APH’s websites or in any other electronic 
form or successor technology without further permission from AFB, subject only to securing any 
third-party permissions that may be necessary with respect to items in the Miscellaneous 
Collection and to AFB’s rights to its Helen Keller Digital Archive. As with APH’s other museum 
collections, there will be professional staff, including curators, researchers, and librarians, 
dedicated to maintaining the Collections on an ongoing basis. During the Term, APH will use the 
name The American Foundation for the Blind (AFB) Helen Keller Archive and the AFB logo in 
referencing that Collection, and will clearly cite the American Foundation for the Blind (AFB) 
Archive in catalogs, exhibitions, marketing materials, and the like, as being on deposit by AFB. 


4. Special Plans for Exhibiting American Foundation for the Blind (AFB) Helen Keller Archive. 


APH is committed to honoring and continuing AFB’s excellent stewardship of Helen Keller’s work 
and story. Accordingly, while on deposit with APH, APH will name the Helen Keller Archive as “The 
American Foundation for the Blind (AFB) Helen Keller Archive” and will include this name in its 
signage and marketing for this Collection. Initially, APH will exhibit a limited number of select items 
from the American Foundation for the Blind (AFB) Helen Keller Archive in its existing museum 
space. APH desires to install a permanent exhibit, which would evolve and grow over time, to 
educate the public about the potential for people with disabilities, incorporating the American 
Foundation for the Blind (AFB) Helen Keller Archive and Helen Keller’s advocacy for people with 
disabilities (“Permanent Exhibit”). APH also plans to create an exhibit on AFB’s history and impact, 
to be positioned in proximity to the Permanent Exhibit. APH expects to raise funds in upcoming 
years to create and grow the Permanent Exhibit and will not be required to use operating or 
endowment funds to cover these costs. The scope, size, and timing of fundraising and the 
Permanent Exhibit will depend in part on the length of time APH will have the American Foundation 
for the Blind (AFB) Helen Keller Archive and the amount of funds raised over time for the 
Permanent Exhibit. 


5. Co-Marketing Helen Keller Archive. APH and AFB will partner to co-market the American 
Foundation for the Blind (AFB) Helen Keller Archive and AFB’s Helen Keller Digital Archive (defined 
below). As with prior partnerships between the two organizations, APH and AFB will work 
collaboratively together, in this case to tell the remarkable story of Helen Keller, her advocacy work, 
and of disability history more broadly. The intent is to form a joint committee to co-ordinate and 
assist with these co-marketing activities and to help ensure that the physical and digital 
components of the archives point to each other in the marketing activities. AFB and APH anticipate 
that this committee will be comprised of an equal number of representatives from each 
organization, preferably three, and that they will meet multiple times a year in person and/or 
virtually to develop and review an annual high-level comarketing plan to be jointly approved by the 
CEOs of both organizations, coordinate digital marketing and fundraising activities to avoid 
unintended competition, etc. The CEOs may adopt further procedures for the operations of this 
committee by mutual agreement, as reflected in meeting minutes or other writings signed by both 
of them. From time to time one or more subcommittees may be formed to undertake specific tasks, 
if and as needed. 


As part of their collaboration, APH and AFB also plan to work together to develop and maintain 


the Helen Keller Facebook page (Helen Keller: The Official Fan Page - @helenkellerfans), which is 
currently maintained by AFB to promote the American Foundation for the Blind (AFB) Helen Keller 
Archives and Helen Keller Digital Archives. APH agrees that it will not create a competing Facebook 
page or other social media presence having the same purpose as the Facebook Page, and that AFB 
will maintain final authority to determine the contents and format of the Facebook page. 


6. Special Plans for AFB Archive during AFB 100" Anniversary. AFB plans to celebrate its 100" 
anniversary, which will take place in 2021. APH and AFB will collaborate so that AFB may 


temporarily move AFB Archive and AFB Helen Keller Archive items from APH’s premises for 
purposes of this anniversary celebration, including possibly loaning some items to another 
organization for an anniversary exhibit. AFB will be responsible for packing, transportation, 
insurance, and any other costs relating to such uses of the AFB Archive and AFB Helen Keller Archive 
and will give APH at least ninety days advance notice before moving items. 


7. Publishing and Reproduction. APH has the right during the Term to publish items from the 
Collections in whole or in part in publications without seeking the prior permission of AFB, but with 
due acknowledgement to AFB. During the Term only, Items in the Collections may be 
photographed, digitized, videotaped, telecast, and reproduced by APH for publicity and 
merchandising purposes, and for illustrations in catalogues and other publications, printed or 
electronic, and reproductions also may be made and distributed for educational use. These 
reproductions will be the property of APH. It is understood that the general public will be permitted 
to photograph and scan items in the Collections so long as it will not damage the items. AFB 
provides no warranty as to any third-party rights that may exist with respect to any of the works in 
the Collection, and APH shall be responsible for obtaining any permission needed from third parties 
to perform any of the activities listed in this paragraph. AFB will notify APH of any such third-party 
rights of which it is or becomes aware. 


8. Transportation and Transfer to APH. Transfer of the Collections will be implemented 
beginning on approximately October 1, 2019 and is expected to be completed within the following 
thirty days. Unless otherwise indicated, the cost of transportation to APH and packing will be borne 
by APH. The method of shipment will be agreed upon by both parties. AFB certifies that the 
property is in such condition as to withstand ordinary strains of packing, transportation, and 
handling. AFB will assure the property is adequately and securely packed for the type of shipment 
agreed upon, including transmitting to APH any special instructions for unpacking and repacking. 


9. Insurance and Limited Liability. Prior to shipment of the Collections, AFB will supply APH 
with a certificate of insurance naming APH as an additional insured party on AFB’s policy. 
Throughout the Term AFB will continue to include APH as an additional insured on its policy, at 
AFB’s expense. After the Collections are deposited with APH, APH will insure the Collections on a 
wall-to-wall basis under its own fine arts exhibition policy (subject to exclusions and deductibles as 
may be stated in the policy) for the amounts reasonably specified by AFB, which must not exceed 
fair market value, based on independent appraisals of the items, against risk of physical loss or 
damage from any external cause while on location and/or in transit during the Term of this 
Agreement. During the Term, it will be AFB’s responsibility to obtain updated appraisals and to 
update insurance valuations on the Collections if and as appropriate. AFB understands and agrees 
that APH’s policy may include exclusions for loss and damage to the work due to wear and tear, 
gradual deterioration, insects, vermin, inherent vice, damage resulting from any repairing, 
restoration, or retouching process, nuclear reaction, radiation or radioactive contamination, and 
risks of war, acts of nature, and other exclusions, and that in the event of loss or damage, the sole 


recovery available to AFB will be such amount as may be paid by the insurer. APH does not bear 
responsibility for any error or deficiency of information furnished to APH’s or AFB’s insurers or for 
any lapses in coverage. AFB hereby releases APH, its trustees, officers, directors, agents and 
employees from all liability, losses, damages, claims, causes of action, costs, and expenses relating 
to the Collections other than such amounts as may be paid by the insurer. 


10. Safety and Security. The Collections will be housed in areas that meet the American 
Alliance of Museums standards for location and storage conditions for museum collections. 
https://www.aam-us.org/programs/resource-library/collections-stewardship-resources/. AFB 
authorizes APH to place items in the Collections in appropriate archival containers whenever 
necessary and to extend to the Collections the same protective care as is exercised on similar 
material that it owns. In case of emergency, AFB authorizes APH to transport the Collections to 
such place of safekeeping as APH may choose. 


11. Repair and Further Conservation. Except in extraordinary circumstances in which cost 
sharing is mutually agreed by AFB and APH, APH will be responsible for the cost of repairing items 
in the Collections that are physically damaged while the Collections are on APH’s premises. 
Appropriate treatments to physically repair items may be carried out under APH’s direction by 
qualified conservators or people working under professional supervision where and when 
considered necessary by APH. In addition, AFB may elect, at its expense, to provide further 
conservation treatments to items as desirable to better preserve them. AFB will be responsible for 
expenses incurred for further conservation purposes. To the extent practicable under non- 
emergency circumstances, AFB will first notify APH that it intends to perform such conservation 
treatments. 


12. Periodic Reviews. AFB will visit APH’s facilities every third year to review the Collections 
and confirm that APH is substantially satisfying the following commitments with respect to the 
Collections: 


a. Administration and use as provided in paragraph 3; 


b. Progress with respect to plans approved by the committee CEOs of both 
organizations to co-market and fundraise for the Helen Keller Archive Permanent 
Exhibit as provided in paragraph 5; 


c. Insurance as provided in paragraph 9; and 
d. Safety and security as provided in paragraph 10. 


Within ninety days after each review visit, AFB will notify APH if there are any of these commitments 
that it believes APH is materially failing to satisfy, setting forth the details and what it believes APH 
needs to do to remedy the failure (“Failed Commitment”). After receiving this notice, APH will have 
a reasonable time under the circumstances of the specific situation to correct the Failed 
Commitment, which absent unusual circumstances will be ninety days, and upon completion of 
which the Term will be extended per paragraph 2. Such completion will be determined solely by AFB 
and will be considered determined when submitted in writing to APH by AFB. If AFB elects not to 
conduct a review or does not timely notify APH of a Failed Commitment, APH will be deemed to have 
satisfied its commitments and the Term will be extended per paragraph 2. If after applicable remedy 
periods, AFB notifies APH that it believes APH has repeatedly failed to substantially correct a Failed 


Commitment following any review period, AFB will not be required to extend the Term past the end 
date applicable at such time. 


13. License of Intellectual Property -- Helen Keller Archive and other Collections. This 
Agreement is not intended to alter the ownership of AFB’s intellectual property rights with respect 


to the Collections (or their status as in the public domain, if applicable), except as provided in this 
Agreement. For all purposes necessary or desirable for the activities and the other matters 
contemplated by this Agreement, AFB grants APH a paid-up, royalty-free worldwide, non-exclusive 
license to all of AFB’s intellectual property rights with respect to the Collections during the Term. 
This license includes all social media rights; provided that this license will not extend to the Helen 
Keller Digital Archive except for the limited license as provided below. The copyright for all 
catalogues, finding aids, and other documentation created by or for APH will remain with APH. AFB 
retains all intellectual property rights it owns in the digital version of the Helen Keller archive (the 
“Helen Keller Digital Archive”), subject to a limited license for marketing and fundraising purposes 
that APH is granted, the scope of which license is described in Exhibit E. AFB retains the authority 
to grant consent to members of the public to publish items from the American Foundation for the 
Blind (AFB) Helen Keller Archive, unless AFB subsequently elects to transfer this right to APH. 
Authority to grant consent to members of the public to publish items (and make copies) from the 
Collections other than the American Foundation for the Blind (AFB) Helen Keller Archive is hereby 
transferred to APH by AFB for the Term. Royalties for any such publications will be owned by the 
party with the right to authorize it. At the end of the Term this license of AFB’s intellectual property 
to APH will terminate, subject to an appropriate transition period and to APH’s ongoing right to 
refer to the period during which the Collections were on loan to it and to uses already in existence 
at the end of the Term. 


14. Further Loans. Requests from other institutions for the loan of items in the Collections for 
temporary exhibitions or other purposes will be at APH’s discretion and subject to APH’s 
authorization, except for AFB’s authority with respect to publication rights for the American 
Foundation for the Blind (AFB) Helen Keller Archive as provided in paragraph 13 and AFB’s rights 
relating to the AFB Archive as provided in paragraph 6. 


15. Termination of Collection Loans. In the event that one of the following circumstances 
exists (and only in such circumstances), AFB will be entitled to withdraw one or more of the 
Collections, as applicable, before the expiration of the Term: (a) APH fails to properly administer 
or use the Collections in accordance with paragraph 3, fails to maintain insurance in accordance 
with paragraph 9, or fails to safely store the Collections in accordance with paragraph 10, in each 
case after notice from AFB detailing the specific failure and APH’s failure to remedy it after a 
reasonable time under the circumstances (all as provided in paragraph 12), or (b) APH declares 
bankruptcy, makes an assignment for the benefit of its creditors, becomes or admits it will become 
insolvent or will generally unable to pay its debts when due, breaches or anticipates breaching a 
covenant in an agreement with a third party related to financial condition, ceases to do business, 
or otherwise creates legitimate concern as to whether it will be able to continue as a going concern 
(collectively, “Bankruptcy”). Absent the right to early withdrawal in accordance with this 
paragraph, AFB will have the right to withdraw the Collections following the expiration of the Term. 
Should AFB decide to withdraw any or all of the Collections before the Term expires, it will 
reimburse APH for the cost of processing, cataloguing, administering, packaging, and storing the 
Collections associated with the withdrawal and return of the Collections. AFB will pay for the 
packing, shipping, and other costs associated with the withdrawal and return of the Collections. 
Before any withdrawal, AFB will give APH a minimum of twelve months’ advance notice and will 


reimburse APH for conservation treatments performed by APH pursuant to paragraph 11 after AFB 
has notified APH of its intent to withdraw the Collection(s). As of and after their withdrawal, APH 
will have no further responsibility for the Collections and as a condition to APH’s obligation to 
return the Collections, AFB will release and discharge APH from and against any and all further or 
future liability in connection with the Collections. 


16. First Right of Refusal for Collections. AFB hereby grants APH the first option to acquire the 
Collections, in whole or any part, before offering the same part(s) or entirety of the Collections to 
another person or entity, whether as a sale, donation, transfer, exchange, contribution, acquisition, 
or directly or indirectly via any other type of transaction as a result of which AFB would no longer 
have a controlling ownership interest in the whole or such part(s) of one or more of the Collections 
(“Transaction”). In addition, should AFB receive an offer (whether solicited, negotiated, invited or 
uninvited) from a person or entity for a Transaction relating to part(s) or the entirety of one or more 
of the Collections and should AFB determine to enter into such a Transaction, then, APH will have 
the right to acquire that part/entirety on the same terms and conditions. Nothing in this agreement 
will obligate AFB to accept any offer to enter into a Transaction as to the Collection or any portion 
thereof from APH or any other person or entity. A reasonable period will be given by AFB for APH 
to raise appropriate funds and to exercise these rights. APH’s rights under this paragraph will be 
continuing throughout the Term, and not subject to termination prior to the end of the Term. If APH 
does not exercise its right with respect to one or more parts of the Collections, it will continue to 
have the rights with respect to all other parts. 


17. Transfer of Title to APH. It is the belief of both organizations that the American Foundation 
for the Blind (AFB) Helen Keller Archive should stay together as a single collective story of the life 
of Helen Keller and disability history and that future dealings will work to serve this goal whenever 
possible. Accordingly, in the unlikely event that AFB has a Bankruptcy event or AFB is required by 
its creditors or a court to separate or partition the American Foundation for the Blind (AFB) Helen 
Keller Archive such that the entire Collection is no longer able to be exhibited as a single Collection, 
in either case whether during, at, or within two years after the end of the Term, AFB hereby pledges 
to transfer title in the American Foundation for the Blind (AFB) Helen Keller Archive (in the case of 
separation/partition), or all of the Collections (in the case of a Bankruptcy) to APH. AFB covenants 
that upon the occurrence of either event, title to any part of the Collection then remaining on 
deposit will pass to APH automatically at such time, and that to the extent that this pledge is not 
fulfilled by automatic provisions, the pledge will be fulfilled by AFB, its creditors, bankruptcy 
trustee(s), administrators, successors in interest and assigns, as an enforceable obligation thereof. 
AFB recognizes and acknowledges that APH will make substantial expenditures, enter into 
contracts, perform labor, and/or engage in other activities in reliance on and as consideration for 
the foregoing pledge and its fulfillment. This pledge is specifically enforceable against AFB’s 
creditors, administrators, trustees, assigns, and successors in interest. 


18. Return of Collections. APH’s right to return the Collections will accrue absolutely at the 
end of the Term. The cost of transportation and packing will be borne by AFB or the next recipient 
of the Collections. The method of shipment will be agreed upon by both parties. If after making 
all reasonable efforts and through no fault of its own, APH shall be unable to return the Collections 
within sixty days after expiration of the Term, APH may (but shall not be obligated to) place the 
Collections in storage and charge AFB regular storage fees and costs of insurance. If after twelve 
months AFB has not reclaimed the Collections (in whole or any part), the Collections (or such 
unclaimed part of them) will be deemed to be on loan to APH for a three-year extension of the 
Term and APH will have the right to undertake conservation as it deems appropriate. 


19. Warranties. AFB warrants that, to the best of its knowledge, it owns the physical property 
in the Collections, free and clear of any liens, restrictions, or encumbrances, and that it has the full 
right, power and authority to loan and deposit the Collections with APH and later to convey title in 
the Collections to APH. 


20. Release. APH will take all reasonable precautions compatible with the provision of public 
access to preserve the Collections from damage, loss or theft and additions or fraudulent 
amendments but will not otherwise be liable beyond this to AFB for any damage to or loss or theft 
of them during the Term. AFB hereby releases and discharges APH from and against any and all 
loss or damage to the Collections other than that caused by the gross negligence or intentional 
malfeasance of APH’s employees. 


21. Remedies. The parties agree that money damages would not be a sufficient remedy for 
breach of this Agreement and that the parties will be entitled to equitable relief, specifically 
including temporary restraining and injunctive orders and specific performance as a remedy for 
any such breach without the necessity of posting any bond or other security and without proof of 
irreparable harm or of actual damages. The parties further agree that such remedies will not be 
deemed to be the exclusive remedies for a breach of this Agreement and will be in addition to any 
other relief available at law or in equity including damages and reasonable attorney fees. 


22. Miscellaneous. 


a. Governing Law. The terms of this Agreement will be construed and governed according 
to the internal laws of the Commonwealth of Kentucky without regard to its conflicts of law rules, as 
the Collections will be located in Kentucky during the Term of this Agreement. 


b. Headings and Common Meanings. The use of titles and headings with references to 
certain sections of this Agreement are solely for the convenience of the reader and are of no legal 
effect. Whenever used in this Agreement, the term “including” means including but not limited to. 


c. Counterparts. This Agreement may be signed in any number of counterparts, each of 
which will be deemed to be an original, but all of which together will constitute one and the same 
agreement. This Agreement will become effective when one or more counterparts have been signed 
by each party, and delivered to the other party, respectively. Facsimile or electronic signatures will 
be effective as originals. 


d. Further Assurances. After the date of this Agreement, each party, without further 
consideration, will promptly take such actions and promptly execute and deliver such further 
instruments and documents as may be reasonably requested by the other party (or by its employees, 
directors, officers, insurers, agents or representatives), in order to effectuate, evidence, authorize, 
approve and effectuate the transactions and other matters contemplated by this Agreement. 


e. Entire Agreement; Amendment. This Agreement represents the complete understanding 
between the parties with respect to the subject matter herein and supersedes all prior negotiations, 
written or oral agreements, contracts and understandings. No amendment to this Agreement will be 
effective unless in a writing executed by both parties. 


f. Severability. If any provision of this Agreement is found to be invalid or unenforceable, 
this shall not affect any other provision of this Agreement or the validity or enforceability of this 
Agreement as a whole. If any provision is held to be unenforceable because of its scope or due to 
specific words or phrases, the parties agree that the court making such determination will have the 
power to reduce the scope of the provision and to delete specific words or phrases so that in its 
reduced form the provision shall be enforceable. 


g. Successors and Assigns. This Agreement will be binding upon, inure to the benefit of, and 


be enforceable by, the respective successors, legal representatives, administrators, trustees and 
assigns of the parties. 


h. Notices. All notices, claims, requests, demands and other communications under this 
Agreement will be in writing and will be deemed given upon the date of delivery if delivered by hand, 
if mailed (by registered or certified mail, return receipt requested and postage prepaid), or if sent by 
reputable overnight courier service for next business day delivery, in each case to the addresses of 
the parties below or to such other address as a party may indicate by proper notice.
